/on him by the Irate merchant because 
iOf 'the request for the removal of his 
Jruit and goods from the sidewalk the 
Mayor did not reply. But when Lee 
threatened the Mayor with bodily harm 
ilie summoned Policeman 
Tobin and 


Iliad 'the man arrested on a charge of 
^obstructing the sidewalk. The Mayor 
idid not put a charge of disturbing the 
vpeace against Lee. 


The circumstances leading up to -the 


'trouble between the Mayor and Lee 
Twere that the Mayor was on his way to 
JSan. Francisco when 'he came across the 
stands of Lee placed on the sidewalk. 
The Mayor suggested that the sidewalk 
was reserved for the use of pedestrians 
land that it was in violation of the law 
4o obstruct the sidewalk. 


"You had better go to San Fran- 


cisco," surlily replied Lee, "and draw 
J-our salary. All that you do here is 
(to bother us merchants and draw your 
pay. 
You have 
caused 
us enough 


trouble now." 


Mayor OIney did not reply to this In- 


eult 'but reiterated his suggestion that 
It was for the public good that the 
goods 'be removed from the sidewalk. 


This had the effect of starting Lee 


off. 
He Indulged in profanity, called 


ithe Mayor unprintable names and is 
alleged to have said he would use his 
fists on the Mayor if he did not contin- 
ue his trip to San Francisco at once. 


The merchant's 
continued insults 


compelled the Mayor to take action. 
He sent for Policeman Tobin and had 
the man arrested for obstructing the 
sidewalk. 
If the Mayor had wished 


ihe could have placed a charge of iising 
vulgar language and one of disturbing 
ithe peace against the wrathful 'mer- 
chant. 


While being booked at the City Pris- 


on Mr. Lee seemed to 'think that the 
other officials of the city Including the 
policeman needed a dressing down. He 
commenced on Jailer Henderson. 


"Do you wish to communicate with 


your friends and get 'bail?" asked Hen- 
'derson. 


"Xo, I do not," said Lee. 
"We will be compelled to lock you 


Up then," replied Henderson. 


"Well, this is a

"Do you wish to get money to put up 


as bail?" again asked Henderson. 


"No, I don't," wrathfully declared the 


arrested merchant, "I want to be locked 
up." 


Henderson was agreeable and at once-

kets," said Lee.

Lee then submitted to the searching 


.process without much grace and then 
demanded a receipt for the things taken 
from him. It was explained to him that 
there was no receipt given !but that his 
valuables, which consisted of S2.05, a 
watch a-nd a razor, were jotted down on 
the prison register in the presence of 
two policemen and himself and that 
this process served as a receipt. He 
characterized this proceeding as rob- 


fcery- 


He was led away-to cell No. 1, stat- 


ing that lie would turn the entire offi- 
cial body out of office on March 1.

FOR SWINDLING, 


NAGASAKI, January 14.—The Jap- 


anese transport Kamakura, from1 Port 
T>alny, January 11 with General Stoes- 
sel and others on board, arrived here 
today. 
' 


After a prolonged quarantine in- 


spection, Governor Arakawa, with the 
chief officials of this port, proceeded on 
board the Kamakuru at 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon and General and Madame 
Stoessel, two of the Russian command- 
ers' personal staff, seven other officers, 
two ladies and six orphan children 
were landed In their steam launches 
at the Inasa jetty, where they were re- 
ceived >by a guard of fifty police and 
several officers and gendarms. The eeii- 
eral looked well and walked with a 
stately step. 


Preceded by a few police officers and 


followed by ills retinue General Stoes- 
sel slowly wended his way up the hill 
to a prettily situated bungalow on 
Inasa Hill, where he will be quartered. 


Half way there are some dozens of 


Russian officers finding that their late 
chief was arrived, ran up from all di- 
rections and saluted in respectful si- 
lence. 
The party then entered the 


house. 


The closing- act of the drama caused 


a feeling of sadness which was not dis- 
pelled by the glorious weather, beau- 
tiful surroundings and kind reception 
accorded to the Russians by the Jap- 
anese. 


LIVEDINJRENCHES 


TOKIO, 
January 
14.—Lieutenant- 


General Nadien, who is one of the Rus- 
sian officers who gave their parole at 
Port Arthur and who has arrived here, 
Is 65 years old. He said to an inter- 
viewer: 


"When I entered Port Arthur I was 


a major-general. 
Since then I have 


been promoted to the rank of lieuten- 
ant-general and commanded the fourth 
division during the siege. 
I lived in 


the trenches. The bravery shown by 
the Japanese navy Is beyond compari- 
son. 
Its achievements are unpar- 


alleled. 
"With the Japanese navy and 


the Russian army, nothing in the world 
could withstand us. 
Our soldiers are 


uneducated—it 
is not 
so with the 


Japanese. 
The bravery displayed by 


the Japanese soldiers is unrivalled. It 
seems shameful to kill such splendid 
men. 
I lament the tremendous sacri- 


fice of life on both sides. 


"The 
Emperor is a god sovereign. 


He seems to be disgusted at the cruel- 
ties of the war. 
I wish for peace. I 


think hostilities will cease during the 
coming autumn at the least."

amongst the prisoners.

THE EVIDENCE. 


Legislators Are Hearing Many Queer 


Things About the Laws 


of the Church. 


WASHINGTON, January 14.—James 


E. Lynch, of Salt Lake, was the first 
witness today in the Smoot Investi- 
gation. He is a Democrat and a non- 
Mormon. 


Attorney Van Cott, 
for Senator 


Smoot, examined the witness concern- 
ing the statement that Angus M. Can- 
non, his brother-in-law, had said he 
witnessed the marriage o£ Abraham 
Cannon and Lillian Hamlln in 1896. 


Mr. Lynch said he investigated the 


statement of Angus Cannon at the 
request of E. B. Critchlow and found 
that Angus Cannon was not in Cali- 
fornia in 1896, but the witness ad- 
mitted that his brother-in-law had 
made the statement. 


Chairman Burrows asked Mr. Lynch 


concerning the feeling of young Mor- 
mons on the 
question of polygamy. 


•Witness said that they felt the practice 
must be "done away with," but that 
he had heard nothing of the "young 
Mormons making a protest to the heads 
of the church." 


HE WAS FIRED. 


H. M. Dougall, of Springvllle, Utah, 


who explained that he was "fired" from 
the Mornon Church, was called to the 
stand. 
He is postmaster of 'us town 


of 3500 Inr abitants. 
He could think 


of only fl' e polygamists in Sprlng- 
ville and said there had been no polyg- 
amous marriages since 1890. 


His expulsion from the church In 


1874, he said, had not made a particle 
of difference in his business, even 
though a majority of his business came 
from Mormons. 


As a Mormon he took the endowment 


flrat in 1862. He was about 25 years 
old then and was married at that time, 
•which, he said, was the only time he 
had been married. 
About 150 went 


through with him. 


Mr. Worthington read the oath of 


vengeance, given by certain witnesses 
and Mr. Dougall said the oath was to 
avenge the blood of the prophets or 
martyrs on "this generation" and not 
^on "this nation" as had been testified. 


Mr. Dougall said he had served in 


the Legislature and was elected In a 
Mormon county. As to his expulsion 
from the church he had nothing to 
say. 


WOULD NOT ANSWER. 


Chairman Burrows asked the witness 


to state the nature of the ceremony 
performed when he was married In the 
endowment house and Mr. Dougall re- 
plied: 


"I do not believe I care to tell that, 


Senator." 


"Was there a penalty attached if you 


revealed what took place?" 


"Yes sir." 
"What was that penalty?" 
"I decline to state " 
"Waa it death?" 
"1 do not believe I care to answer 


.any more questions on that subject." 


Continuing, he said that one could 


not be married in the Temple until he 
had taken the endowments, but that 
other legal marriage ceremonies were 
performed outside. Plural marriages, 
he said, could not be performed out- 
side of the Temple of the Church 


"You were expelled thirty years ago, 


you say?" asked the chairman 


"Yes sir." 


KEEPS HIS OATH. 


"And you feel that after these years 


separated from the church your obli- 
gations are still binding on you?" 


"Yes sir. I have conscientious scru- 


pies against divulging anything that 
I swore not to reveal." 


On direct examination the witness 


told Mr. Worthington that he had tak- 
en obligations in secret society and he 
had the same scruples against divulg- 
ing such obligations. 


A. A. Noon of Prove, a Republican jus- 


tice of the peace and a former Morman, 
who voluntarily withdrew from the church 
a 1870, testified that young Mormons are 
opposed to pol> gamy, and also that Mor- 
mons are not taking any interest In poll- 
tics as a church. He has been a candi- 
date for office biennially since 1862, and 
since 1S96 has defeated Mormon candi- 
dates

The Board of Public Works yeetei-flijr 


afternoon decided not to. open Fourteenth 
street, from Harrison to Jackson street, . 
as requested by the Merchants' Exchange 
and others. The reason^of the board de- 
ciding that such a, step* would not i>e a 
public improvement was that the benefits 
derived would not be commensurate with 
the amount of money expended. 


Those who spoke in favor of the project

Charles C. Da-vison, L. H. Davi- 
son, Wilbur F. Walker and Dr. Most. 
The property-owners who were present 
and who objected to the EU-eet being 
opened were Jules Abrahamson, Sam Bell 
McKee, J. B. Merritt and A. P. Braj ton. 
Wilbur Walker stated that the cost of 
opening the street would be about $40,000 
Instead of $75,000. as estimated at the last 
meeting. 
In vi»w of the fact that nearly all of 
the property-owners of the district af- 
fected were opposed to the proposed open- 
ing, City Attorney McElroy deemed it 
unwise to proceed with the matter. 
"When you come to consider," he said, 
"that There are twenty-six legal steps 
that must be taken before any street can 
be.opened and that each one of these 
steps 
lt> subject to a protest, you will 
see hoxv difficult it would be to open 
Fourteenth street in the face of the oppo- 
sition. No doubt, the opening would be 
of some benefit, but it would be prou-sted 
and all tire time would be wasted." 
City 3>.grineer Turner thought the same 
as Mr. McElroy. As Mayor Olney was 
an interested party he was excused from 
voting. Both McElroy and Turner voted 
against the" proposition.

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fir. Flint's Frank Statement. 


There is a frankness and a directness about Hon. Frank P. Flint's 


statements of policy both refreshing and invigorating. The new Sen- 
ator does not mince words. He does not deal in ponderous platitudes 
or assume the solemn Delphic tone which so o'ften conceals intention 
or covers a paucity of ideas. On the questions closely concerning the 
people of this State he expresses himself with a directness that is 
unmistakable. 
In view of his positive declarations, the criticisms 


niade against his election fall to the ground pointless. What fault 
can be found with this statement: 


"I am in favor of increasing the powers of the Interstate Com- 


merce Commission. I am opposed to the ownership of private car 
lines and railroad rebates, and will do all in my power to stop these 
evils. I stand with President Roosevelt on the trust question, and 
favor the increase of appropriations for the reclamation of arid lands. 
It is to be my endeavor to see that a just proportion of the appro- 
priations for this purpose is expended in California." 


Mr. Flint is right on transportation regulation, right on irrigation, 


right on the question of admitting Arizona, right on the tariff. What 
more does anybody want? He is a man of vigor and intellect, and his 
views are in full accord with public sentiment. His election was se- 
cured in the most above-board manner and entirely free from proceed- 
ings calculated to shock the moral sense or to raise a question of pro- 
priety. Under the circumstances the Legislature ought to be congrat- 
ulated. The State certainly appears to have gained a Senator 'of the 
right sort.

Nationality of Russian Immigrants 


In a recent article Jane Addams of Chicago points out a popular 


error in regard to the nationality of the immigrants now corning to this 
country from Russia. Very few of them are really Russians. Nearly 
all of them are Poles, Jews, Finns, Lithuanians and inhabitants of the 
Baltic provinces of Teutonic descent. As a rule these people are better 
educated and thriftier than the Russians proper. Nearly all the Finns 
and Jews read and write, and there is more schooling among the Poles 
than among Russians. While these elements are diverse in race and 
religion, they are united in hating the political system of Russia and 
most of them are bitterly hostile to the Russian Greek Church which 
is the bulwark of Moscovite absolutism. Many Slavonians are, com- 
frig to America, but the great majority of them come from Hungary 
and the Adriatic provinces of the Austrian Empire. The Austrian 
Slavs are Roman Catholics and are more intelligent and better edu- 
cated than their Russian brethren. The Bohemians are also of Slavic 
stock, but they have become partially Germanized and have lost all 
affinity for the Slays of Russia. Therefore the tide of Slavic immigra- 
tion now pouring into the United States is not creating any appreciable 
pro-Russian sentiment. 


The Sacramento Bee suggests that the portion of California lying, 


north of Tehachapi, and which is usually designated by the Los An- 
geles press as "Northern California," be called "Superior California." 
Major California would be a better name. Minor California would ac- 
curately describe the section below Tehachapi. 


Nevada City has experienced the severest blow in its history. The 


saloon-keepers have combined and raised the price of beer to ten cents 
a glass. We expect to see the editor of the Miner-Transcript resent 
the outrage in large leaded type. 


John Sharp Williams' contention that General Miles has earned 


the right to draw two salaries is both pathetic and magnanimous. But 
why should Miles be permitted to draw one salary from the United 
States and another from the State of Massachusetts? Drawing two 
salaries is condemned by law and by public morals. 


Russia's tfireat to treat China as a belligerent is a trifle humorous 


in view of the fact that she has all along been treating Chinese pro- 
vinces as conquered territory. But perhaps the St. Petersburg War 
Office desires to invite intervention in order to save the humiliation 
of suing for peace. 


The Real Mormon Issue. 


Ex-Governor McConnell of Idaho has stirred up a popular storm 


in his State by asserting that the Mormons were as a rule more moral 
than their Gentile neighbors. He said they did not drink or gamble, 
but were industrious, thrifty and peaceable. He drew a contrast be- 
tween the Gentile and Mormon members of the Legislature decidedly 
unfavorable to the former. There is much truth in what he said, but 
it does not touch the points in issue. Just now the Mormons are 
charged with voting solidly as they are directed by the priesthood, while 
the priesthood is charged with fostering and encouraging the practice 
of polygamy contrary to the laws of the land. It is admitted that 
polygamous marriages have been contracted since the Taylor "revela- 
tion" suspending the ordinance of plural marriage. It has been con- 
clusively proven that there are men living irupolygamy in Idaho, Wy- 
oming and Arizona as well as in Utah. It has been demonstrated that 
ijo man can be elected to an important office in Utah without the 
sanction of the Mormon hierarchy which assumes to pass upon the fit- 
ness of all aspirants for office. Joseph F. Smith, head of the Mormon 
Church, boldly defended polygamy as a moral and divine institution 
before the Senate Committee. In view of these facts^ the statement 
that the Mormons do not drink or gamble is immaterial and irrele- 
vant. The Senate committee is now probing to ascertain whether or 
not it is true that the functions of free government have been super- 
seded and usurped by a theocratic ring which is engaged in subverting 
the law. 


The Panama Canal Commission. 


The President has realized the truth of the old adage that too 


many cooks spoil the broth. In its short life the Panama Canal Com- 
mission has given abundant verification of it. It had scarcely organ- 
ized before its members began to disagree with each other. They got 
at odds over the plans, and then the methods of procedure provoked 
differences of opinion. The disputants carried their griefs to the Sec- 
retary of War, from whom they went to the President. One of the 
Commissioners resigned because of radical disagreement 
with his 


colleagues. 
Still there is neither harmony nor agreement. 
So the 


President has finally taken the bull by the horns and will urge a com- 
plete reorganization of the Commission by act of Congress. His idea 
is to create a, small executive board of three or five members, with its 
head for Minister to Panama. 
The engineers will be employed by 


the Commission instead of being members of it. This looks rational 
enough and Congress will doubtless accede to the President's wishes. 
Dissension only results in delay and confusion, and the President ar- 
dently desires the prompt adoption of definite plans and vigorous pro- 
secution of them. 
In this respect, he voices the sentiment of the 


country, which is tired of delays and shilly-shallying over diverse plans. 
When the Commission was appointed the public generally under- 


stood that a lock canal was. to be constructed, but suddenly it developed 
that some of the Commissioners wanted to revert to the old De Les- 
sep plan for a tidal canal, which would cost immensely more than the 
estimates presented to Congress and take many more years to com- 
plete. A wrangle over so* fundamental a thing as plans has naturally 
paralzyed operations and created confusion. Under the circumstances 
the proper way to resolve all doubts and delays is to place the work 
entirely under the control of the President and Secretary of War who 
can direct operations through an executive board.'

afternoon by Chief of Police Hodg- 
kins: 


"Oakland,' Cal., Jan. 11, 1905. 


"To the Honorable Board of Police 


and Fire Commissioners' of the City 
of Oakland, Cal.—Gentlemen: Regard- 
ing the petition of many citizens rep- 
resenting business houses of 
West 


Oakland requesting another p'olice of- 
ficer be detailed to that district ana 
referred to me for report, beg to re- 
port as follows: 
"To police this large and rapidly 


growing city we 'have 66 members of 
the Police Department in all. This num- 
ber is divided as follows: One chief, 2 
captains, one'sergeant, four detectives, _ 
one clerk, three prison keepers, three I 
wagon officers, one bailiff for Police 
Court; two court officers—eighteen In 
all who are not performing patrol duty 
on the streets. 


"Of the forty-eight men detailed for j 


patrol service fourteen are detailed to j 
patrol that part of the city from Oak ! 
to Jefferson street, from the Water 
Front to Fourteenth street. 
'The business district of the central 


part of the city being continually pa- 
trolled. Four men being on duty be- 
tween the hours of 8 a. m. and 4 p. m. 
Five men from 4 p. m. to 12 m., and 
five men from 12 m. to 8 a. m. 


"During the day time two men patrol 


from Jefferson street to the western 
boundary of the city south of Thir- 
teenth street to the water front. The 
patrolman 
at Seventh and Market 


streets going on duty at 10-a. m, and 
the patrolman, at West Oakland going 
on duty at 12 noon. 
"At Sixteenth Street Depot the pa- 


trolman goes on duty at 9 a. m. Thir- 
teenth avenue and Twenty-third ave- 
nue districts during 'the day time 6y 
two patrolmen, they going on duty at 
12 noon; being patrolled the same as 
the West Oakland district. 


"One pati'olman going on duty at 9 
a. m. has a roving commission for the 
rest of the city. 
"In view of the foregoing is it no 


wonder that numerous'complaints are 
received of the depredatins committed 
by vicious tramps and boys, of ped- 
dlers without a license and bogus so- 
licitors and agents of all kinds and 
frequently of more serious crimes. 
"Because of the fact that there.are 
not enough men to properly patrol the 
city in the day time sufficient time Is 
not devoted to many things that should 
receive more attention. 
••The water front of the city is a 
constant source of worry for the police 
department; 
much 
of

enormous 
amount of property landed by vessels 
and railroads on our water front must 
necessarly be left for a time on wharves 
and in warehouses. 
All this adds to the 
labor and responsibility of the police 
department and upon whom the blame I 
rests when property is stolen or de- j 
stroyed.

I air, missing Waid's head by an inch, and 
striking the wall 


The janitor -was at work on his knees 
at the time. Had he been standing, he 
would undoubtedly have been killed. 
Ward had turned on the jet and went 


up stairs to attend to some other "work. 
Returning in a little while he saw by the 
oil gauge that the tank was nearly empty 
and but two or three inches of oil re- 
mained. 


Perceiving this, Ward turned off the 
| jet. and then started to fill the tank with 
| oil. 
The accident Is believed to have 
been due to a leak in the pipe. 
The oil tank is close to the red Lot 
burner, generating gas which exploded 


Both ends of the furnace were cracked 
by the explosion, buck was scattered in 
every direction, the building was shaken 
and windows m the City Hall were de- 
molished.

FRENCH 
ARE BEING 
CRITICISED. 


Permit Russian Ships to 


Remain Long Time 


in Harbor, 


TOKIO, 
January 
14.—Noon—The 


French are sharply criticized for per- 
mitting the ships of the second Pacific 
squadron of the Russian navy to make 
a prolonged stay at Madagascar. Here- 
tofore the Japanese press and people, 
realizing the peculiar position in which 
France was placed, were not disposed 
to judge her actions too severely but 
the Asahl today says- "It is no longer 
possible to overlook the French non- 
observance of neutrality nor her dis- 
regard for the obligations of a neutral 
nation. 


"Coaling the ships of the second Pa- 


ciflc squadron in French ports has 
culminated In allowing Rear Admiral 
Rodjestvensky to remain for twelve 
days awaiting reinforcements and in 
the use of Madagascar as a base of op- 
erations against the Japanese fleet, 
now reported in the Indian ocean. 


"Such action is little less than hos- 


tile, and if France is sincere in her 
promises of strict neutrality the ships 
of the second Pacific squadron ought 
long ago have been sent away or dis- 
armed. 


"Further temporizing for the purpose 


of rendering assistance to the Russian 
vessels must be considered a serious 
breach of neutrality."

Police Commissioner Re- 


quest Council For Ad- 


ditional Patrolmen, 


The Board of Police and Fire Commis- 


sioners yesterday afternoon requested the 
City Council to add five additional patrol- 
men to the present police force. This ac- 
tion was taken after hearing the reasons 
of Chief of Police Hodgkms. 
There are now sixty-six officers, Jaijers 


and patrolmen on the force. Of this num- 
ber forty-eight are assigned to patrol 
duty during the day and night. 
Chief 
Hodgkins states that during the day time 
he cannot properly police the water front, 
West Oakland or North Oakland. 
All of the commissioners agreed with 
Chief Hodgkms that more police officers 
were required. There have only been five 
policemen added to the force in five years, 
while the increase in population has been 
nearly 20.000. This only allows one ad- 
ditional policeman for every 4000 persons. 
The Council, if it passes an ordinance 
creating the new positions on the police 
force, will have to appropriate the money 
to pay for the services from the general 
fund.

habeas corpus'proceedlngs to get the 
child which he finally compromised toy 
allowing the child to .remain with the 
mother If the boy is sent to him every 
Saturday in San Francisco. 


Findings in the case were waived by 


Mrs. Van Horn's brother and other at- 
torneys in the case and the ordinary 
steps taken, preliminary to an ap- 
peal were omitted. 
Seeing now that 


possibly she 'might be able to retain 
the custody of the child if she made 
an appeal at this late date her attor- 
neys are. endeavoring to stay the or- 
der of Judge Ogden In regard to .the 
boy until the case Is decided by the 
Supreme Court. 
Against this Attor- 


ney Johnson makes objection on the 
ground that they have lost their right 
to appeal. 


In order to prosecute the appeal Mrs, 


Van Horn's attorneys also ask the 
court to make an order for the payment 
to them of $750 necessary to make the 
appeal and In this connection Johnson 
grew dramatic and charged Mrs. Van 
Horn with not being fair in the matter 
and not making the appeal In good 
faith t>ut simply to delay the court's 
order and thus deprive his client of the 
fruit of his victory.

SAN FRANCISCO, January 14.—The Grand Jury and a 


certain paper have been fooled by a young man who receives a 
large sum of money from one highbinder society for having 
stories published in the English newspapers against the other 
highbinders. This particiilar highbinder organization—known as 
the Chinese Educational Society—is one of the most up-to-date 
institutions in America. It realizes that the only way to beat 
its rivals is by securing the aid of the white newspapers and the 
Christian nnssionaries. 
These educational highbindeis make 


a specialty of cultivating the friendship and esteem of the men 
and women who are seeking to spread the gospel of truth among 
the Orientals. They go to the Christian Sunday-school, and 
assume the virtues that conform to the teachings of the Savior. 


When they get into trouble they immediately call upon the 


missionaries to protect them, and announce through their press 
agent in the papers of the whites, that they are being prosecuted 
and persecuted by the highbinders and enemies of Christianity. 


The educational society was directly responsible for the 


Grand Jury being led astray in the matter of the Chinese cor- 
ruption fund. They got the Grand Jury to tearing up things in 
Chinatown hoping thereby to terrorize the gamblers into pay- 
ing them a sum of money to have the Grand Jury quit. 


I understand that several members of the Grand Jury are 


convinced that they were used or rather misused for reprisal 
and blackmail, and are now thoroughly sick of the whole busi- 
ness.

members are unquestionably men of force and character. There 
can be no doubt of their integrity or honesty of purpose. They 
mean to do well, but I am afraid they have already been handed 
so many gold bricks that they are rapidly loosing heart.

The last Grand Jury is now a laughing stock. 
Al Lillienfeld, its president, made a lot of noise and for a 


time imagined himself to be a person of importance. But he 
soon discovered that the importance of not being in earnest is 


fruitless. 
He managed to increase his tailoring business to

When the Lillienfeld Grand Jury was dismissed Lillien-

PASSING 


Last of a Race of Spanish Dons 


Dying in Alarneda— 
Encinal News Notes. 


ALAMBDA, January 14.—Major Jose 


Ramon Pico, last of a race of Spanish 
Dons, lies near to death at his home 
on Broadway. Major Pico has led a 
long and strenuous life and until with- 
in a few -months ago was accounted a 
very vigorous old gentleman; but at 
almost SO years he is stricken with 
an acute stage of inflammatory rheu- 
matism, which has caused him to be 
bedridden for a month. He has been 
given up by his physician and his 
dsath is statod to be only a matter of 
days, if not hours. 


Major Pico is a nephew of Pio Pico, 


California's War Governor, who was 
the Executive of the present great 
State from 1830 to 1836 and again 
Governor for the period between 1844 
and 1847. Hip grandfather, Major Do- 
lores Pico, came to this country from 
Spain in 1761, 
having commissions 


from the Spanish Kink to build mis- 
sions and subdue the 
Indian tribes. 
The present Major Pico has veen very 
proud of the fact, that a richly jeweled 
sword given to his grandfather by the 
King of Spain for valorous and chiv- 
alrous deeds in the long ago Spanish 
province, was given by the Alameda 
Major to the late President Garfleld. 
He possesesd an autograph letter of 
thanks written to him by o-eneral Gar- 
fl»id a few days before he fell from an 
assassin's bullet which 
has 
always 


b«en among the old grandee's most 
prized relics. 


General Antonio Maria Pico com- 


manded the Mexican troops in Califor- 
nia during the war of 1S46. At the 
close of the War eGneral Pico was 'one 
of the signers of the treaty of Guad- 
alupe Hidalgo. 
When Burnett was 


elected Jirst Governor o£ California, 
General Pico was made Lieutenant- 
Governor. Subsequently he served as 
a Supreme Judge of the State and was 
at a later date appointed by President 
Lincoln. Registrar of the Government 


I/and Office at Los Angeles. 
Tears 


afterward he died impoverished, near 
Los Angeles. 
Major Pico has been wont to dilate 


with pride upon his own career in 
early days, telling how lie was made a 
captain, enlisting in this State in the 
Union army during the Rebellion, and 
claiming to have raised and equipped 
at his own expense four companies 
of the First United States Cavalry. For 
distinguished service he was promoted 
to the rank of Major.

sought Cor many years to receive rec- 
ompense through the Legislature for 
lands confiscated *in early, days and a 
few years ago finally succeeded in se- 
curing an appropriation for his benefit 
amounting to about $6000. Major and 
Mrs. Pico formerly lived in .Oakland 
but after securing his money from 
the State he bought property here and 
has since made this city his home.

When the California Federation of Women's Clubs meets in con- 


clave at Los Angeles next Month, it will in all probability have to de- 
cide a question beside which the color line sinks into insignificance. 


The rumblings of the new movement have been heard from afar, 


California has caught the echoes and is determined to bring the matter 
to an issue. 


The all important question to he raised is this: Shall men be 


eligible to membership in women's clubs? 


It is proposed to strike out the word "'Women's" from the Cali- 


fornia Federation, thus making the title read "California Federation 
of Clubs," instead of as it now stands. 


i 
The South leads in this movement, although as a sort of prelim- 
' 
inary, the change was broached last year at Sacramento, where the 
project failed to meet with general favor. In fact, it was, in the par- 
lance of the street, sat down upon without mercy. Since then several 
clubs of women in Los Angeles have taken it upon their shoulders 
to assume the responsibility of male membership. Mrs. Adelaide 
Tichenor, president of the Long Beach Ebel, states in defense of this 
position that men have repeatedly performed work for which women 
have been credited. 


The Wednesday Morning Club of that same city has recently 


elected the Hon. Owen McAleer, together with several of his friends, 
to honorary membership, and so it is that in the Southland this move- 
ment has many ardent supporters. When the Federation meets on the 
second week in February of this year, it is hoped to bring all the wo- 
men's clubs into line favoring the proposition to admit men to mem- 
bership. 
The proposition has not been aired throughout the State 


with any great degree of publicity, nor has the question been freely 
discussed, with the exception probably of at Los Angeles and some of 
her sister cities of the South, where conditions apparently differ great- 
ly from those existent in other sections of California. 


Among the representatives from Alameda district at the coming 


convention may be mentioned Dr. Myra Knox, Miss Julia Fraser, 
Miss Eva Powell and Mrs. A. H. Glascock. 


Dr. Knox is expected to tell what she thinks about women on 


school boards, and if ever a woman was competent to express an opin- 
ion as to that question, it is Dr. Knox, who will speak from a stand- 
point covering several years of practical experience, during which she 
has won many a hard-fought battle for right. Regarding her ideas on 
the admission of men to the California Federation, I do not know how 
she stands, but I do know that the question of the admission of this 
element is of the gravest importance, and one which threatens the 
power of the clubs as a whole. Personally I should advise to let well 
enough alone. 


For the last two or three years alarmists have been hammering 


away as to the dangers surrounding women's clubs. Mrs. Herotin of 
Chicago was early in the field, but not a solitary one of her utterances 
\ 
had the signal effect that did the now famous edict of Mrs. Mary Eddy, 


{ 
commanding all women followers of the sect she promulgates to with- 
draw from any club whose membership was confined strictly to wo- 
men. This caused the withdrawal of about six women from the Oak- 
land Ebell, whose membership list is confined to five hundred, with 
many applicants in waiting, so there was not a marked depletion in the 
ranks. 


It would be interesting to know why this xhange in club member- 


ship is contemplated. 


Are men clamoring for admission into the ranks of women club- 


dom, or are the women tired of the companionship of their own sex, 
and do they pine for the society of their brothers? 


Why should men be admitted to the Federation, anyway? 
How many men would have time to devote to club life, as repre- 


sented by women's gatherings? 


I do not believe that men as a body would care to take an active 


part in women's clubs, which certainly lead to a strenuous existence. 
To men the word "club" is full of significance. It means a place of 
refuge, relavation, enjoyment and freedom from care and worry. 
A 


place where they can smoke, drink Scotch and soda, play cards, put 
their feet up on the chairs and go without neckties if they want to, 
without fear of hurting the proprieties or a,ny one's feelings. With 
them the club is not a place in which to work nor discuss questions 
of serious import. 


To women the word club signifies work—work—always work. 


True, there are days set apart for social purposes only, but these oc- 
casions are ceremonial affairs in which each and every woman dresses 
in ber very best and goes forth arrayed in her company manners to list- 
en to classical renditions on the piano or learned discotises on travel or 
some kindred subject. No woman ever dreams of going to a social 
junction in her usual every day garb. She never has a "jinks," nor 
ever for one moment throws off the mask which long centuries of 
bondage to the powers that be has taught her to wear. 


How many men would have time for that sort of thing, say one 


day in the week? 


How many men would care to attend an affair of the sort men- 


tioned, if they could? 


And that brings me to another phase of the question. 
It is a 


truism that all women's clubs meet in the daytime. Now, what man- 
ner of man would have time to devote to clubs during the hours of 
daylight? 


There would be only three classes of men eligible, and they may 


be summed up as follows: 


Idlers, who would not be wanted. 
Retired gentlemen of wealth and leisure, who would ride the clubs 


as a hobby, and wa.nt to run things generally, and 


A few overzealous grandpas who had outlived their usefulness. 
What woman of brains hankers after such additions as these to 


the ranks? Have club women arrived at the desperate stage of the old 
maid, who, in praying for a man, ejaculated with such fervor, "Any- 
one, Oh, Lord!" 


Bah! The men of affairs—the men of brawn and muscle—the 


men with good red blood in their veins are off about their business 
during daytime, as they should be. If they were not, they would be a 
menace, not an addition to women clubdom, for the minute they enter- 
ed the sanctum, the sex question would make itself felt, and flirtations 
would be rampant, spite of the fact that the majority of club women 
are married. It is dangerous to play with fire, and it is far better to 
let men alone than to drag them further into the vortex. 


One of the reasons given for the desire to admit men to member- 


ship of women's clubs is that women, with their greater opportunities, 
are educating themselves away from men. 


This may be so, but wasn't it necessary for the salvation of their 


souls and bodies? 


Are women today entitled to tljie same representation under the.

FIRST SCHOOL 
IN 
CALIFORNIA. 


The . flrst American 
school in the 


young, overgrown State of California, 
says the Designer, was inaugurated a 
century ago when a baker's dozen of 
the little natives were gathered to- 
gether on a row of empty boxes in a 
leaky, adobe house of one room, stand- 
Ing near the old Santa Clara Mission.

Every Rus- 
sian peasant who is prosperous enough 
to enjoy the luxury of tea has his 
samovar. 
At all inns each visitor is 


supplied with one. They are invari- 
ably accompanied with the traveler 
and the picnicker, and even the offi- 
cers starting oat upon a campaign find 
room for a small one In the baggage. 
Samovar signifies "self-boiler." It is 
made of -brass, lined with tin, and with 
a tube in the center in which the hot 
cinders of charcoal are placed after 
having been ignited. 
Often a pipe 


connects it with the chimney, and two 
friends will sit for hours drinking the 
boiling hot weak tea. 


ONE OF THE: SIGHTS OF RIVER- 


SIDE. 


The Sherman Institute for the edu- 


cation of Indian boys and girls is one of 
the most interesting sights of River- 
side. It is situated on Magnolia ave- 
five miles out of the city. The school 
site is forty ucres, and on it stand 
twenty-two 
buildings, 
all of them 


handsome and commodious edifices. 
There is also a farm site of 100 acres, 
situated a few miles further along the 
avenue. The pupils number 529, the 
boys and girls being in almost exactly 
equal number. Many tribes are repre- 
sented, from Southern California, Ari- 
zona, New Mexico, and Oregon, 
but 


nearly all the children may be classed 
as Mission Indians. 
One half of each 


school day is devoted to general edu- 
cation, the other half to special indus- 
trial 
training. The boys are taught 


farming, 
dairying, 
and 
gardening, 


chiefly, also 
carpentry, 
blacksmith' 


work, wagon-building, shoeniaklns and 
tailoring. The frirls are instructed In 
cooking, 
sewing, laundry work,» and 


housekeeping generally. Indian maids 
u-ained at the institution are in con- 
stant demand all over Southern Cali- 
fornia. 


The Government grants $85,000 for 


support and education, and $10,000 for 
repairs and improvements. New build- 
ings are put up -by special appropria- 
tions; for example, work'has just been 
commenced on a new Industrial build- 
ing for the boys, the cost of which 
will be $10.000. 


A fine band of twenty-eight instru- 


ments 
is one of the features of the 


school. The 
Sherman athletes, espec- 


ially their football team, are famous all 
along the Pacific slope.

A pretty novelty has been Introduced 


into some drawing rooms in this city, 
f.nd is likely to win greater favor as it 
becomes better known. 


One of the drawing rooms referred to 


U oblong, not very large and about 14 
feet high, .with two windows at one 
end and a wide folding ,door at the 
other, which leads to a second drawing 
room larger than the first and square. 
In spite of the fact that perhaps there 
is no other room in a New York house 
quite so hard to make artistic as a 
lorig, narrow drawing room, it is the 
front drawing room in this case which 
is destined to be the show piece of the 
house, and it is likely to be copied 
many times in the next few months. 


The 'finishings are of the Louis XV 


design—all white and gold. There are 
traceries of gold on the white paneled 
walls, the woodwork is 
entirely 
of 


white enameled wood, • and the furni- 
ture corresponds. 
. 


Between the windows is a long plate 


glass panel mirror, and at one side of 
the room, where, ordinarily there is a 
mantel and fireplace, the space from 
floor' to ceiling is filled with another 
mirror, which is about six feet wide, 
framed in white enamel and flanked on 
either side by a carved round column 
about eight inches in diameter. Across 
the top is a projecting frieze carved 
to match the columns. . 


Now, there are many admirable fea- 
tures about a mirror of this sort, chief 
among which Is the fact that it makes 
a narrow room look'almost twice its 


i width. The owner of the house -was 
I quick to recognize this advantage. Nev- 
' ertheless. when she saw it, she shook 
her head and said: 


"It is not artistic. 
It suggests too 


much a modern hotel or a fashionable 
show room where gowns are exhibited. 
Something must be done." 


Something was done. She sent for an 


ai chitect .and a house decorator, and 
the three consulted. As a result a few 
weeks later the mirror was crossed at 
a distance of about seven and a half 
or'eight feet from the ground by 
a 


carved box something more than a"foot 
high, and nearly as wide which fitted 
in between the columns and matched 
them in tint and design. 


The box was lined with metal, filled 


with rich mold and planted end to end 
with ferns of a. variety which, takes 


kindly to indoor life, and with several 
varieties of small leaved vines, which 
trailed over the carved front of the toox 
and partially veiled the mirror almost 
to the floor, without, however, being 
thick enough to detract from its use- 
fulness. With the aid of the vines and 
ferns and the box the mirror is now the 
most artistic'feature in the room. 
"The expense Is considerable," ad- 


mitted the owner of one house with a. 
drawing room thus 
beautified, "but 


had the design cost twice as much. I 
would cheerfully have paid it."
